CHAPTER 271.. 


As ACT in addition to Chapter IM of the 


Public Statutes "Of Water Mills." 


(Passed March 15, 1SS3.) 


It is eiuiftetl by the General Assembly its 


fallows:— 


SECTION 1. The Governor shall nomi- 


nate, «nct by and with tho advice and 
consent of tho Senate, shall appoint an 
officer, who shall he a competent civil en- 
gineer, to ho denominated "Commission- 
er of Bains and Reservoirs.'' who shall 
receive for his services an animal salary 
of one thousand dollars, nnd shall hold 
the office for three years. 
In the event 


of his death, resignation, absence from 
the state, or of his inability - from any 
camp to discharge the duties of the office 
the Governor shall appoint a Commis- 
sioner to act in his place until tho disa- 
bility shall be removed, or until the ex- 
piratioij of tho term of office of the dis- 
qualified or disabled Commissioner. 


SEC. 
il. Tho Commissioner of Dams 


and fiescrvoirs shall make a thorough in- 
spcclion of every clam and reservoir in 
the Btate as often as may be necessary lo 
keep himself informed of the condition 
thereof; and shall make and keep a record 
•of the result of such inspection, with 
whatever knowledge he shall obtain in 
reference to each dam or reservoir, and 
shall make au animal report of his doings 
in his said office in tho monih of January 
lo tho Governor. 


SiiO. 8. Every person owning, main- 


taining or having control of any dam 
or reservoir shall, upon written request 
therefor, furnish to the Commissioner of 
Dams and Reservoirs as full, true nnd 
particular description of such dam or res- 
ervoir as may bo practicable: and shnll, 
.is soon as may bo after said request, cause 
to be made all such necessary surveys, 
plans and drav/ings thereof ns may be re- 
quired by the Commissioner. 


SEC. 
-1. 
No dam or reservoir shall bo 


constructed or substantially altered until 
plans and specifications of the proposed 
work shall have been filed with the Com- 
missioner. 


SEC. 
5. Tiie Commissioner, on appli- 


cation made to him in w riting, by any 
person owning or representing property 
liable to injury or destruction by the 
breaking of any dam or reservoir, or on 
such application made by any Mayor or 
Hoard of Aldermen of any cily, or by the 
Town Council of any town, on account 
of danger of loss of life, or of injury to 
any highway or bridge therein, from" tho 
breaking of any dam or reservoir, or with- 
out such complnint, whenever lie shall 
have canfio to apprehend that Any uitin or 
reservoir is unsafe, shall forthwith view 
and thoroughly examine such dam or 
reservoir.

In tho report of Engineer Melville and 


the accompanying records left at different 
points by Captain Do Long, which we 
print today, will bo found in detail all that 
is yet known of the fate, of those who es- 
caped from the Jeaimette in the Arctic 
seas and who reached on the Siberian 
coasts n laud more desolate and deadly 
than the sens themselves. 
Between the 


engineer's report, 
the various records 


found of Do Long's movements nnd the 
letters hereto givou of Lieutenant Daueu- 
hower it is possible to relieve the entan- 
glements and make out the story of tho 
movements of the two boats' companies, 
which, ns telegraphed, wore iu confusion. 


Both tho captain's cutter aud the whale 


boat, it appears, made land on the same 
day—September 1(5—but at points remote 
from one another, nnd neither company 
knowing the other's good fortune in this 
particular. 
Those on Melville's boat got 


ashore immediately, 
but the captain's 


boat, owing to difficulties • of navigation, 
could not get uoar the shore, and her 
company lauded two days later, wading a 
great distance through tbe shallow sea. 
Melville's landing wus at the ens-tern side 
of tbo Lena delta, and apparently nearer 
to native villages; for, lauding on tho 16th, 
tie reached on theliltb.or iu three days, a 
•iuiiiuhmiiL uf utuivus. Here he remained 
until October 8, or nineteen days, unable 
:o penetrate further into tbe country till 
sleighing time should come, and here he 
was accidentally discovered by n Itussiau 
exile. 
Through this person he was able 


to open commniiicatiou with tbe Kussiau 
commandant at Bclnu by the end of Octo- 
jer. 
He had therefore 
consumed six 


weeks from the time be landed iu getting 
'or enough inland to find n native village 
uid to attract the attention of the nuthor- 
ies who could supply him and his com- 


rades with the necessaries of life; for, ns 
tho Itnssiau exile referred to gave him 
meat nud salt, it is snpposable that in the 
refuge of a Siberian village lie wns uot 
altogether beyond the danger of starva- 
tion. 


Captain De Long was less fortuuiito in 


his advance. 
Some of liis men were 


already badly crippled when, upon Sep- 
tember lit, they started ou their hunt for 
a native village. They had their food fur 
fo-ir days and saw game. 
On tbo night 


of the 21st they shot two reindeer and 
felt encouraged as to the future, but by 
the 2<Hh they had only reached a point 
twelve miles from the bend of the Lena 
deltu. 
On the 28th they wished to cross 


from thy east to the west side of the river 
and waited for it to freeze, Thny crossed 
it October 1. 
Tboy had, despite the 


game killed, bonn innrn or less short of 
fond. 
Jiricksou died October 7. On Oc- 


tober 9 they were in a bad condition and 
without very hopeful prospects, aud the 
two sailors. Niudernuiu aud Noros. wore sent 
abend to try nud find and forward help.From 
[bo time of (be departure of these two 
men from Do Long's cramp tho veil is 
drawn over the captain's fate; not a syl- 
lable has been made out, not nu indiea- 
tion di.scovi-feu iimt point certainly to 
any Inter date than this separation.

two sailors were on the road fourteen 
days and had been without food for six 
days when they also were- discovered by 
that famous Russian exile, who happily 
found them ns he was going to aud fro 
between tho Kussiau commandant at Be- 
luu aud Melville atBukoff.

from the villttga to which they were taken

tho captain. But Melville's team, which

Bourn's amendments. 


The bill was discussed by sections and 


the substitute bill was lost.
